COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Major­ 
ity Republicans in the Ohio House 
have given their first clue on legis­ 
lative goals. One is emphasis on 
state regulation, rather than pro­ 
motion of liquor sales. 
House Speaker Roger Cloud is­ 
sued a prepared s t a t e m e n t of 
goals after both houses adjourned 
Monday night. The Logan County 
Republican said some topics of 
bis prepared statement have be­ 
come majority policy, and that 
others will become policy as the 
session progresses.

The President sent telegrams to 
the principal officials concerned, 
saying “ because of the nature of 
the operation at the plant” he 
urged the strike deadline be set 
hack from 12:01 a m. today to 
midnight March 31. 
A contract dispute began 7H 
months ago between the Hanford 
Atomic Metal Trades Council and 
General Electric Co., which oper­ 
ates the science center in south­ 
eastern Washington where atomic 
materials are produced. 
At issue are wages, holidays, 
vacation, 
sick 
leave, 
insurance 
and several other matters. 
At present, the average pay is 
about $3 an hour. The company 
offered a three-year contract with 
a three per cent raise immediate­ 
ly and with a four per cent raise 
next year, qualified by a number 
of options. The union asked a two- 
year contract with a five per cent 
raise each year. 
General Electric employs about 
AOOO persons at its big nuclear 
factory near the Columbia River. 
Now an atomic reactor is being 
built there to operate on plutoni­ 
um and help the Columbia River

U.N. Troops Beat Congo Bush 


To Aid 300 Trapped Whites 


LEOPOLDVILLE, 
the 
Congo 
(AP)—Malayan U.N. patrols to­ 
day beat the bush to reach 300 
white 
missionaries, 
businessmen 
and nuns in rebel-held Kivu Prov­ 
ince as the first rescued told of 
atrocities 
by

Some Americans were among

jungle outposts as rescue forces 
were rushed out. 
U.N.

running wild in a siege of terror 
that began more than two weeks 
ago in the Maniema region. Kivu 
officials, who refused to let the 
whites leave the chaotic province 
because their skills are needed, 
apparently were unable to keep 
their own forces in hand. 
Only fragmentary reports came 
from the Malayan 
U.N.

Able, intelligent and fluent in 
English, he now is in full charge 
of Castro intelligence operations 
in Mexico. Aiding him are m em ­ 
bers of a topheavy embassy staff 
and about a half dozen employes 
service which is devoted strictly 
to propaganda. 
The Cuban ambassador seems 
to have plenty of money. 
His 
agents are highly paid. His propa­ 
ganda output is expensive. There 
is one report that he brought from 
Havana $200,000 to help finance 
last week’s Latin-American con­ 
ference sponsored by the Commu­ 
nists in Mexico City.

Secular groups have long urged that 
E a s t e r fall on the sa m e date every year.

At p r e s e n t the date m a y com e any­ 
w here within a 35-day period from March 
22 to April 25. This variance affects school 
holidays and even the flow of trade, esp e­ 
cially in w om en's clothing. 
The Council of N icaea in A. D. 325 de­ 
clared that Easter m ust be celebrated by 
Christians everyw here on the Sunday fol­ 
lowing the 14th day of the full moon follow­ 
ing the spring or vernal equinox (occurring 
about March 21.) 
Since com m unications w ere then prim i­ 
tive. new s of each year's spring equinox 
could not reach the far corners of Chris­ 
tendom in tim e for E a s t e r to be cele­ 


brated on schedule. H ence attem pts w ere 
m a d e to fix E aster Kt* 
of ovules of 
y ea r s when the ch an ges of the sun and 
m oon would be repeated. 
But this resulted in m ore confusion, and 
to com plicate m atters further, the calen ­ 
dar year w a s advancing ahead of the solar 
year. H e n c e Pope G regory XIII reform ­ 
ed the calendar in 1582 and the astronom ­ 
er C lavius prepared tables by m eans of 
w hich E aster m ight be determ ined. 
T hese tables are still used to set the 
date for Easter. In fact. E aster can be 
calculated as far ahead a s A. D. 8499 by 
m e a n s of C lavius’ tables.

Then I 
covered the paper entirely with a 
1-inch layer of sawdust. Truly, the 
garden looked good with e a c h 
plant profiled against the clean, 
brown, pebbly background. 
Alihough I punched holes in the 
paper to admit water, the effort 
was n e e d l e s s . Natural breaks 
caused by walking over the mulch 
w o u l d have done the job. 
I 
f o u n d , too, the moistened paper 
readily conformed to the ground 
surface. In a few- weeks, threads 
of fungi laced surface soil and 
paper together. 
My garden prospered, the neigh­ 
bors lookei on enviously and I 
had more time to contemplate the 
nature of things as my slaves car­ 
ried on. A 
few weeds, 
surface 
rooted, did poke through breaks 
in the paper. T h e s e were easily 
plucked 
out 
without 
disturbing 
mulch. When the following April 
rolled around, paper and sawdust 
were still on g u a r d . Moreover, 
they made one further contribution 
to my garden riches. 
I spaded them into the earth, 
there to become a part of the hum­ 
us. the life - giving ingredient of all 
soil everywhere.
